Whilethe committee and citizens of Beattie’s 
Bluff were engaged as we described them in our 
last number, the citizens of Livingston and the 
adjacent country were no less active in ferreting 
out the sources of the rebellion. On the ad- 
jouroment of the Central Committee of Safety, 
on the 27th of June, each member of the meet- 
ing retired to his plantation, or his district, and 
commenced investigations in the hope of eliciting 
some facts worthy of presentation at the regather- 
ing on the 30th. With this view, Mr. Wm. P. 
Johnson, a wealthy planter, instructed a favorite 
slave, whom he had made a driver, and in whom 
he could place implicit reliance, to singly ex- 
amine all the negroes of the place, and see if 
they knew anything of the conspiracy. The 
driver in compliance with this direction, set 
about his task, and on the following day fell in 
with an old water carrier, who cautiously admit- 
ted that he had heard there was to be a rising 
throughout the State, though he could not say 
when it was to take place. To make up, how- 
ever, for his deticient knowledge upon this 
point, he, in confidence, referred the driver to a 
negro mau, named Peter, belonging to Ruel 
Blake, who he said was thoroughly acquainted 
with all the details of the plot. The driver, 
persisting further, affected to be favorable to the 
plan, and asked the old man if he could tell 

him where he should get powder and shot, and 
to whom he should go to join the malcontents ; 
but the water carrier’s knowledge appeared to 
be limited upon the subject, and he again refer- 
red to Blake’s man, sddiog that he supposed 
Peter could soon furnish powder and shet with- 
out going further, as he had heard him say that 
he had found out there was a large lot of powder 
in kegs io Wm. M. Rice’s store in Livingston, 
and that he intended to break it open as soon as 
it was wanted. 
The driver communicated this information to 
his master, who, however, prudently abstained 
from taking any action in the premises, prefer- 
ring to submit the further direction of the devel- 
opment to the judgment of the committee, than 
to take the risk of putting the negroes on their 
guard by a premature arrest. 
On the 30th of June, the committee met agree- 
ably to adjournment, and were soon convinced 
from the nature of the reports which were laid 
before them, that their alarms had not been un-

names of Cotton, Boyd and Saunders were hand- 
ed in as suspicious persons, and though nothing 
definite had been elicited against any one of 
them, it was recommended that each should be 
arrested on the strength of their known habits 
of intimacy with the negroes of the plantations. 
Orders were, therefore, made to that effect, 
which, having been issued, the committee pro- 
ceeded with their investigations. 

Mr. Johnson then presented the evidence of 
his driver in relation to the water carrier and 
Ruel Blake’s man, Peter. Blake, who was pres- 
ent, and who had been a deeply anxious observer 
ot the proceedings, expressed the most unfeigned 
astonishment at this revelation, and with a well 
assumed earnestness volunteered to produce the 
culprit for instant examination. On this pre- 
tence he left the room, but contrary to his 
wishes was followed by two or three officious 
assistants, who appeared to be actuated by an 
equally ardent desire to aid in the prosecution 
of justice. Though thus trammelled and ob- 
served, Blake nevertheless found a chance, while 
bearing the slave back to the court-house, to 
whisper an exhortation in his ear, begging him 
to remain firm in his denial, as his only chance 
of safety. When Blake entered the court-house 
with his negro, he found the water carrier al- 
ready there and about to undergo examina- 
tion on the points which inculpated the former. 
The old negro was asked to confess what he had 
told Mr. Johnson’s driver on the morning of the 
29th, but though confronted with the accusing 
African, he stoutly denied having held any such 
conversation as was alleged against him. Per- 
suasion and threats were used without avail, 
and the obdurate old fellow was at length con- 
signed to the actual terrors of the lash. 

A biting thong wielded by a strong and prac- 
tised hand, is the most irresistable of human ar- 
guments with those whose minds have not been 
refined to that pitch of intelligence which is ca- 
pable of martyrdom; consequently after suffer- 
ing a most severe chastisement, the wincing vic- 
tim yielded to the physical infliction and made a 
fullconfession. He admitted the truth of the dri- 
ver’s story in every particular, repeated that he 
did not know when the rising was to take place, 
but stated that Blake’s man, then present, had 
told him it would be in a few days.

mindfal of his master’s caution, professed to be 
entirely ignorant of a contemplated rebellion, 
and denied the whole statement of the water- 
carrier from first to last. Finding him deter. 
mined against mild inducements, the committee 
condemned him to be whipped, and in courtesy 
to his master, requested that he would person- 
ally inflict the chastisement., 

Upon this, the gin-wright took the whip, and 
deliberately repeating all the charges.-ef which 
he was accused, advised the slave if he was 
guilty, to spare him the necessity of punishing 
him, by a confession. The negro, however, 
stoutly denied his guilt, whereupon Blake com- 
menced applying the cat to his back, pausing at 
intervals and inquiring if he was yet prc pared to 
confess. The manner in which the whipping 
was applied, however, did not give general satis- 
faction to the spectators, and it was not long 
before it was perceived by every one present, 
that Blake, so far from wishing to hurt the negro, 
only struck him ahard lick now and then to 
keep up appearances. It was plain that he 
would never get anything out of him at this 
rate, and believing, in addition, that his, pres- 
ence acted asa restraint upon the Culprit, the 
committee requested Blake to withdraw, and 
allow somebody élse to try a hand at managing 
him. Blake could scarcely conceal his deep 
chagrin at this command, but handing up the 
whip he sullenly withdrew toa short distance. 
His agitation was extreme, and he kept walking 
to and fro upon the outskirts of the crowd, but 
each time drawing closer and Closer as he heard 
the sharp sing of the thong descend upon the 
moaning sufferer’s back. At length the slave 
spoke, whereupon, unable to stand it any longer, 
and determined to stake everything upon a 
single chance, Blake rushed into the. centre of 
the crowd, and ‘swore that his negro should not 
be touched another lick, and that those who 
wished to carry the torture any further, would 
have to whip him first. At this expression, the 
gentleman who was whipping the prisoner, tak 
ing the remark as a reflection upon himself, 
drew back the cat as if to strike the gin-wright, 
but quick as lightning the enraged conspirator 
canght the handie of the thong with one hand, 
and knocked his assailant down at the same 
moment with the other. Two or three came 
forward, whom Blake assailed in the same 


manner, and a most bloody affray would have 
been the consequence hod not some of the 
coolest of the bystanders dragged Blake out of 
the crowd and begged him to run if he did not 
want to perish by the pistols of the gentlemen 
whom he had knocked down. Blake took the - 
hint, and making the most of » light pair of 
heels, succeeded in getting safe away. 

Being a slave-holder, no one at that time sup- 
pored or had the most remote idea that Blake 
was at all connected with the conspiracy. They 
attributed his interference entirely to sympa- 
thy for his negro, and excused him on the 
ground that his bias im the African’s favor, had 
induced him to believe too easily in bis protes- 
tations of innocence. 

When the master was gone the lash was again 
resumed, and the interrogation of the negto re- 
cominenced, but the wavering crisis bet ween the 
soul and body of the slave had passed, and the 
devotion of his master made the will of the 
simple but grateful negro superior to all the 
powers of pain. He wes more steadfast than at 
first and his examination ended as it begua.— 
But though Blake thus fortunately escaped the 
detection of his connection with the 
the occurrences of the morning had involved 
bim in another peril, from which it was neces- 
sary for him to fly. Taking the advice there-

Having secured his own release as a witness, 
and placed matters in train for the arrest of Cot- 
ton, Saunders (though he did not dream that 
his conduct wes compromising Boyd), selected 
the second hour of the evening for a precipitate 
flight to the banks of the Mississippi. He had 
seen enough to know that the rebellion was nip- 


ped and destroyed, and that the best chance of 


safety for all who had been concerned, was to 
put wisdom in their heels and fly. 

On the following morning while Boyd and Cot- 
ton were jogying leisurely along, about ten miles 
from Livingston, they espied a band of armed 
men approaching them, The circumstance was 
so unusual and his condition so peculiar, that it 
was Boyd’s first impulse to turn his horse and 

' fly, but a moment’s thought restrained him, and 
the two horsemen suffered the regulators to ap- 
proach, 

The purpose of the scouts was soon explained, 
and in the first few words that were addressed 
to them the travellers were made to understand 
that they were prisoners. Struck with surprise, 
but affecting a perfect unconcern as to the re- 
sult, they cheerfully agreed to submit to the di- 
rections of the party, and Boyd pleasantly con- 
gratulated all hands that their journey should 
lay 80 exactly to the same point. 

*On being ushered hefore the committee, Cot- 
ton contented himself with a simple protest 
against any suspicion attaching to his character, 
defying the committee to produce a jot of evi- 
dence that wuuld warrant, even by implication, 

e slightest shadow upon his strict integrity — 

e committee were somewhat shaken by the 
confident bearing of the steam doctor, but recal- 
* points of Saunders’ testimony from their 
nutes, they informed him that his partner in 
business, William Saunders, had made charges 
against him of the most heinous character, which 
‘he was ready to substantiate under oath. Upon 
this, Cotton burst into a violent fit of rage, de- 
nounced Saunders as a worthless and lying 
scoundrel, and told to the court, that he thought 
he could with but very little difficulty explain to 
them the reason and motive of the rascal’s 
charges. He then went on with admirable 
quickness and ingenuity, to state to the court 
the pretended fact that Saunders had two days 
before broken open a smal] private desk belong- 
ing to him, and robbed him of two hundred and 
geventy-five dollars ; that finding out he was sus- 
‘pected, and meditating flight, he had laid this 
information egainat him in the hope he would be 
prevented from pursuing and overtaking him by 
the detention of the committee. 


The committee listened patiently to this ad- 
mirable fabrication, and then ordered the wit- 
ness, Saunders, to come forward and substantiate 
his charges. Saunders, however, did not appear, 
and it being soon ascertained that he had really 
fied the night before, Cotton’s story was cred- 
ited, and he was discharged for want of any 


evidence against him. 


While Cotton’s examination was going on, 
Boyd had had a good opportunity to look thro’ 


the crowd for the purpose of sifting out a friend 


His efforts were successful, forhe was fortunate 
enough to observe the two Earls among the audi- 
ence, and to manage to give them a signal that 
he should require their assistance. When he 
was arraigned and interrogated, he frankly ad- 
mitted that he had heard of the conspiracy, and 
further admitted that he was inclined to believe 


rible conspiracy as was under consideration.— 
This promp! and earnest evidence, being clinched 
with a concluding remark of Cotton’s, that no- 
thing had ever been said against Mr. Boyd, ex- 
cept what had proceeded from the secret slan- 
ders of the villian Saunders, conquered the 
judgments of the committee, and induced them 
to release the miscreant leader, on the same 
grounds as his associate, the steam doctor. 

The day being now well spent, the committee 
adjourned, and Blake and Cotton retired to an 
ino in the outskirts of the town There, after 
nighttall, they were joined by the two Earls, and 
a consultation held us to the best mode of pro- 
ceeding. It was the genera] opinion that the 
rebellion was defeated for the time, though in 
the ignorance of the developements which had 
taken place that day at Beattie’s Bluff,+the 
daring mind of Boyd would not yet relinquish 
all hope of its successful prosecution. This, 
however, did not provoke much debate; meas- 
utes for personal safety teing considered as en- 
titled to paramount consideration. A thousand 
little circumstances might tend to a develope. 
ment that would compromise them all, and they 
were surrounded by an excited populace, whose 
fears qualified them to become the most unscru- 
pulous of executioners. Their true policy was to 
fly—if they could get away. Some management 
was to be observed in this, however. It would 
not do for the whole four to leave at once, or to 
take the same routes. Boyd therefore proposed 
that the Earls should leave that night, striking 
north and south, and that he and Cotton should 
remain til] next day, and after quelling all sus- 
picions by appearing at the meeting of the citi- 
zens in the morning, take their chance to slip 
away into the woods and gain the advantage of 
part of a day as well as of a whole night on the 
start.. As soon as this was agreed to, the party 
broke up, and the Eurls set out according to 
previous agreement.

Indeed, they began 
to hope that the threatened danger would pass 
without explosion, and it became a matter of 
some question in their minds, whethey it were 
necessary to abandon Livingston so surrepti- 
tiously under the then favorable aspect of affairs. 
They were not long left to hesitation on this 
point, however, for while they were tranquilly 
contemplating the improved condition of their 
prospects, a shout was heard coming up the 
road, which on being explained, announced that 
Saunders had been retaken, and was being 
brought towards the court-house on the shoul- 
ders of the approaching crowd. 

The instant this intelligence was made known 
to the two conépirators, their faces took the 
hue of fear, and exchanging a look of dismay, 
they separated without a word and withdrew in 
different directions fromghe throng. 


Their alarm was not without reason. Saun- mit 


ders had been met on his road to Vicksburgh, 
by one of the firm of Ewing, Maddux & Co. of 
Livingston, to whom, while considerably in 
drink, be had confidentially imparted the fact 
that it was the intention of certain men whom 
he could name to rob one of thé partners of that 
firm who was then supposed to be on his retum 
from New Orleans with a large amount of 
money. 

The gentleman by plying the rogue with

ciates. These hints were sufficient for the gen- 
tleman to whom they were given, and convinced 
that Saunders must be a participant in schemes 
of which he knew so much, he made no hesita- 
tion in having hii arrested and carried back. 

As soon as this gentleman arrived in Livings- 
ton with his prisoner, he informed the commit- 
tee as to the information he had drawn from 
him, and also of his direct mention of Cotton, 
and of Blake. The instant this was made known, 
the committee ordered the re-urrest of Cotton 
and of Boyd,and also directed the arrest of Blake. 
Those who had stood next tothe two former in 
the crowd turned to lay hands upon them, but 
lo, they were gone. The assemblage was sifted 
in all directions, but the rascals had vanished 
from the ground. The circle widened, and 
peering citizens ran to the turnings of the 
streets, but without obtuining any definite satis- 
faction. One, however, being called to by a 
female who was leaning out of a window, had 
his attention directed to a distant figure, which, 
as correctly as the distance would permit, ap- 
peared to be running across fields at top speed 
for the woods. The hint was taken and waving 
his arm and leading off down the road, the man 
called upon his companions to follow him.

firm being shrewdly acquainted with the condi- 
tion of the markets for plunder, and finding that 
our system of weekly exposure and continual 
pursuit had rendered the old workmen here per- 
fectly useless, withdrew the worn out hands to 
other. quarters, and sent the fresh emigrants 
among us in their places. The greater portion 
of the new men we have learned are ‘gonnaufs’ 
or pickpockets, and since their domestication in 
these parts, have occupied themselves during the 
day in attendance on the principal auction and 
sales rooms, and in the evening have sought a 
Professional relaxation at the theatres, con- 
certs and other recherche places of public amuse- 
ment. We have seen several of these fellows 
dodging about here and there of late, without 
being able to define them properly, but we suc- 
ceede@'on Tuesday last in overhauling two of 
them, and in finding them to be “ screwsmen” 
or burglars of the highest degree of nefarious 
attainment. We herewith give descriptions of 
the pair for the benefit of the police, and of 
the public at large. 

The names of the men are James Dewey and 
James Holland, alias. Blue Jake or Bristol Jake. 
Both ‘were born ip Bristol, England. Dewey is 
a glass cutter by trade, and served ‘his time in 
Birthingham, and Holland isa whitesmith. They 
were both convicted in 1839, for a joint burglary 
im Warwick, England, and sentenced therefor, 
to fourteen years transportation to Norfolk Is- 
land. At the period of his embarkation, Hol- 
land, who was married, directed his wife to go 
to the United States, and there await the 
chances of his escape and his rejoinig her. 

It appears she followed his advice, and had 
been here nearly seven years, when the promise 
was finally fulfilled at the beginning of the past 
winter. . 

Holland is about five feet eleven inches high, 
and very erect in his carriage.. He hus a sandy 
complexion, grey eyes, freckled face, and strong 
sandy whiskers. He dresses genteglly, and had 
on when seen, dark clothes and & blue cloth 
cloak. Heappears to be about forty-four years 
offége, and looks like a man of powerful frame. 

Dewey is about five feet ten, and stout built. 
He has dark, long hair, dark eyes, a sallow com. 
plexion, no whiskers, and rather down look. He 
has the appearance of being about forty years 
ofage. He wore, when seen, a black frock coat 
and an embreicered cashmere vest. 

The police will do well to bear these descrip- 
tions in mind, and ladies and others are caution- 
ed to beware of the contact of such a looking 
pair, in omnibuses and public places, for the pro- 
bability is that they can pick pockets with as 
much facility as they can open locks. 





A Mourperer Escaren.—Josiah Hodgkins, 
who had been twice convicted of murder, and 
‘was under sentence of death in the Jail at For- 
syth, Ga., escaped on the night of the 17th inst, 
and $500 reward is offered for his apprehension. 
The jailor states, that he was awoke by a 
knock at the door, and a request of admittance 
—mistaking the voice to be that of his brother, 
he from bed, opened the door, and was 
immediately seized by armed men and threaten- 
ed with death unless the keys were delivered up; 
his wife was also placed under the same con- 
straint. Under this duress and danger he gave 
keys, and the prisoner was set free by the des- 
perate band,

: ‘Tue Tamernayce Caveade 11 Massicuu- 
serrs—Massachusetts is now fermenting with 
a violent contest between the “tetotallers” and 
the ‘‘ rumsellers.”” Denunciations of each party 
against the other ring throughout the State, and 
while one invokes the lightning of heaven to 
its aid, the other threatens to defend by force of 
arms their constitutional rights. A meeting has 
been held at Fanueil Hall which comprised a 
considerable mixvure of allthe incongruous ele- 
ments, from the frantic ‘‘touch not,” and the 
more ®moderate mora] suasionist, to the resis- 
tant spirit vender. The result was at remen- 
dous excitement and a scene, in which the latter 
portion of the audience appeared to have obtain- 
ed the victory. A liquor dealer gained the forum 
tothe exclusion of all other competitors, and 


moral suasion. The meeting dissolved without 
satisfaction to any side, and itterness reigned 
still more bitter than before in the heart of the 
disappointed sinner and the saint. 

The “ tetotallers” would hang all the rum. 
sellers,” and prohibit their trade ; and the “‘rum- 
sellers” would draw and quarter all the « teto. 
tallers,” and make the least interference with 
their vésted rights unconstitutional. Neither 
party,-says the ‘¢ Philadelphia Ledger,” in 
commenting upon these scenes, can see that it 
acts in total blindness of what it ought to under- 
stand, physical and moral laws. Intemperance 
is always a physical, never a moral infirmity. 
and therefore cannot be suddenly eradicated 
from a community. Rumeelling is no natural 
right, and if vested by bad laws, may be divest- 
ed by better laws, without injury to the divesiee. 
The divestiture deprives him of nothing which 
he can claim as a a1onT, when public good re- 
quires its surrender, and therefore inflicts no in- 
jury.’ The proper course then, is to make haste 
slowly in reform, as the mode most expeditious 
in the end. The reformer is bound to consider 
consequences, and therefore has no right to 
leave them to themselves. He has no right to 
shoot a mad dog with a cannon loaded with 
grape and cannister shot, in a populous thorough- 
fare, because the dog is a nuisance, and the 
least toleration of it is a sin. The mad dog 
should be killed to prevent him from biting, but 
not by means that will kill a dozen of men. 


But Massachusetts is the land of the Puritans, 
and consequently the land where any fanaticism 
will take root and flourish fora time. For ex- 


emption from the inquisition, it may thank the 
common law of England and the British crown 


in the days of the Stewarts, more than the spirit 
ef Puritanism. For its present liberties, all 
New England is more indebted to Charles II, 
than to its Cotton Mathers and other saints, 
who whipped and hanged Quakers, and drove 
Roger Williams into Rhode Island for worship- 
ping quietly according to conscience. 


If advice could be expected to fall with any 
effect upon frenzy or fanatacism, we would sug- 
gest to the moral reformers of Massachusetts 
to be temperate in their philanthropy, and seek 
rather to dissuade their erring fellow men from 
mistaken views, than to trample them into vio- 
lence by the crush of power. Intelligence Will 
not endure oppression, and mankind are too far 
advanced in a knowledge of their own rights to 
be driven. Convince a man’s judgment and you 
make him a proselyte for ever, but deprive him 
of one single right, or even cramp his will of the 
slightest shade of a just privileg:, and he resists 
at once, becomes a dangerous opponent, and 
perhaps a confirmed disorganizer. Of all things 
else, the right to think and act for one’s self is 
the most dear, and will always claim the highest 
sacrifices in an enlightened country. 





TRIAL OF AN ALLEDGED Squan BeEacn Pi- 
RaTE.—The case of the United States vs. Wil- 
liam Jones, who was accused of being one of 
the pirates of Squan Beach, concerned in rob- 
bing the bodies of the dead passengers of the 
ship John Minturn, came on in Trenton last 
week and resulted in a discharge of the defen- 
dant by a nolle prosequi. The Attorney Gen- 
eral in entering this paper said that he consi- 
dered the absence of evidence against the de- 
fendant which called upon him to pnrsue this 
course, as honorable not only to the defendant, 
but to the whole State of New Jersey, whose 
fair fame had been assailed by rumors of out- 
reges alledged to have been committed on its 
coast at the time of those awful shipwrecks.— 
He further congratulated the Court that after 
the most diligent investigation, the Grand Jury 
had only found two bills of indictment, of 
which the bill under consideration was one, and 
the other was against dn unfortunate man since 
dead, based upon equally frivolous testimony.” 

Thus ends the prosecution of the Squan 
Beach pirates. We trust that there may not be 
hereafter occasion for any further rumors of the

City Potice.—The total of the Police 
Department of this city under new organi. 
zation, including the salary of Police Justices 
and Clerks, for the first year was $473,109 12.— 
This includes all expenditures, salaries, printing, 
stationary, rents, &c. The Municipal Police 
organized in 1845, increased the expense of the 
Police Department $75,000 per annum, and the 
present organization added $27,000, or $102,- 
000 over the expenditure for similar purposes in 
1644. The Comptroljer estimates the total in- 
crease this year at $127,000. 

The Sixth Ward Policemen receive $31,731 
71, this being‘ the largest sum paid to any one 
Ward. The eighteenth is the lowest, being 
only $12,117 30. 





Tue Fonrorn’s Conrsr.—The following horri- 
ble story is told in the argument of the Honora, 
ble Edward Livingston, in favor ot the abolition 
of capital punishment. It is given as an exam- 
ple of the hardening effects of public executions 
upon the mind. 

‘ Au Irishman found guilty of issuing ferged 
bank notes was executed, and his body delivered 
to his family. While his widow was lamenting 
over his corpse, a young counterfeiter, and a 
former accomplice of the deceased, came to her 
to purchase some forged notes. Forgetting at 
once her grief and the cause of it, she raised the 
dead body of her husband, and pulled from un- 
der it a parcel of the very paper for the circula- 
tion of which he had forfeited his life. At that 
moment an alarm was given of the approach of 
the police, and not knowing where else to con- 
ceal the notes, she thrust them into the mouth of 
the corpse ; and there the officers found them. 
This is a thrilling story, but a feeble illustra- 
tion—unless it be assumed that this depraved 
woman would not have done the same if her hus. 
band had died a natural death, or if he had been 
still alive. It serves, however, to relieve the 
monotony of a very sober argument. 





Tue Miscreant Korr.—We find the extra- 
ordinary verdict ofa fine of $64 against Kopf, the 
German, for attempts to ravish his own daugh- 
ter, accounted for by the Maysville Eagle, in 
the fact that the girl in question was the prison- 
er’s tllegitimate daughter, and that the case was 
tried before the Mayor’s Court, which could not 
fine beyond the sum of $100. The jury were 
ovt seven hours, and the amount of the fine was 
a compromise between those who wanted toas- 
sess fifty, eighty anda hundred dollars as the 
penalty.

Warp Justices Cournts.—The salary paid to 
the five Assistant Justices of this city for the 
past year was $7,969 57, and to the five Clerks 
$5,303 80, to which must be added at least 
$1000 for rent, making a total of $13,273,37. 
The fees paid into the city treasury during the 
same period of time, by the several clerks, was 
as follows: First District, $99 16—second, 
$1,453 23—third, $1,429 53—fourth, $1,049 19— 
fifth, $2,226 62—making a total of only $6,286 
73, and leaving the sum of $7,000 to be taken 
from the city treasury to support these courts, 
in addition to the fees paid by every citizen 
compelled to transact business within their ju- 
risdiction. The justices and clerks should re- 
ceive the fees of office for their services and 
nothing more. 





Hanpcurrs Rerurwep.—During the ‘confu- 
sion of the late arrests of the visiters and keep- 
ers of the gaming houses of Boston, one of the 
prisoners, who, it appears, had been handcuffed, 
made his escape. On the following day the irons 
were returned to the jail office, accompanied by 
the following note, directed to officer J. W. 
Pierce. 

‘¢ Boston, March 24, 1847. Mr. Pierce, not 
being very partial to ornaments, I have taken 
this opportunity to return your bracelets, hoping 
they will do you more good than they have done 
me. Yours, very suddenly, Titus A. Peep.” 
The Boston Post, in remarking upon this cir- 
cumstance, appears to be fired with an uncom- 
promising indignation, and very threateningly 
remarks, that Mr.Titus A. Peep is known. Well, 
suppose he is known; what then? Do you want 
any more satisfaction out of a man for the diso- 
bedience of an artificial law, than to handcuff 
him like the felon who has violated nature and 





cruelties of the wreckers of Squan Beach. 


Iononancer or THz Law.—We had supposed 
that the old maxim, “‘ Igaorance of the law ex- 
cuseth no man,” was pretty well settled, by its 
invariable recognition in the cases of all the 
poor devils who come within the reach of power, 
but it will be seen, by reference to the recent 
trial of the mayor of Pittsburgh, reported in an. 
other column, that the plea of ‘‘ ignorance,” 
though it is denied to the simple and the indi- 
gent—is accorded to a magistrate, who, for the 
gratification of an upstart authority, tramples 
upon the dearest privileges of his fellow man — 
It appears by the decision in this case, says the 
Dispatch, that a magistrate is the only person 
who is licensed to be ignorant of the laws which 
he is swom justly to administer ! 

Should he ignorantly send a man to jail for an 
offence punishable by fine, or to the penitentiary 
where the law points te the county prison, spe- 
cial malice must be proved against the particu. 
lar individual injured, or no offence against the 
law is committed. Yet should we accidentally 
insert a paragraph, caloulated to injure a man 
whom we have never seen, the law would chari- 
tably conclude, that we ‘‘ wickedly and mali- 
ciously” intended to injure the man, and. we 
would not be allowed to rebut this presumption 
by positive proof of the absence of all reason fcr 
any feeling of malice on our part. This mayor 
Adams is the same dignitary who a few weeks 
ago decided, in the face of the law, to exclude 
all reporters from the sittings of his court, 
making the examinations private. It would ap- 
pear from the trial in question, that there was 
good reason for this line of policy, but we mar- 
vel that the press quietly submitted to such a 
flagrant and insolent violation of their rights. 





INcENDIARISM EXTRAORDINARY—On Thurs- 
day the Ist inst.,a man named Justice Charles 
Shultz, set fire to a barn belonging to a Mr. Hill 
of Allegheny township, near Pittsburg, Pa., and 
in a short time after the fire was discovered, 
the barn blew up. On approaching the ruins, 
the incendiary was discovered lying senseless on 
the ground, with his jaw broken by the explo- 
sion. He had on him when found, a pair of re- 
volvers, three {single pistols, about five pounds 
of powder, some candles, matches, and provi- 
sions, and a shot gun laid by his side. When 
restored to consciousness, he gave no reason for 
the deed, but from the extraordinary manner in 
which the wretched man was armed, it must 
have been occasioned by insanity. The barn was 
a very spacious one, containing a large amount 
of (grain and five valuable horses. Mr. Hill’s 
loss is estimated at $3,000. 

Since writing the above, we have obtained the 
following additional particulars from the Pitts- 
burgh Commercial Journal : 

‘¢ The vindictive incendiary Shultz, is a Ger- 
man Doctor, who lived in Leechburgh some two 
years since. After he had fired the barn, he 
threw a torpedo, heavily charged with powder, 
through the window of a small detached build- 
ing, in which three son’s of Mr. Hill slept, and 
then went round to look into the key hole to 
witness its effects. When it burst, the handle 
of the door, by the force of the explosion, struck 
the wretched being on the lower jaw, shattering 
it most dreadfully, and otherwise mutilating him 
most horribly. 

He is now confined in the jail of Armstrong 
county, to await his trial. Strange to-say, pone 
of the inmates of the ——— — injured, al- 
though one of the boys was blown against the 
ceiling. There was tound about the person of 
this monster, two revolving pistols, three single 
barrelled pistols, and a double barrelled gun, all 
loaded, a dirk knife and another torpedo, weigh- ~ 
ing about seven pounds, supposed to have beet 
intended to blow up the dwelling house. Thete 
is no doubt but that the wretch intended muréer- 
ing the family, when his career was thus pfovi- 
— cut short. . 4 

Dr. Shultz had some difficulty with Mr. Hill, 
previous to his leaving Leechburgh, sout two 
years s:nce, and had not been heard ¢f since, in 
that neighborhood, until the night of the dread- 
ful attempt to murder Mr. Hill’s femily. It has 
since been found out that he resided in Allegheny 
city, in the capacity of a host®r. It is to be 
hoped that justice will be mete/ out to him ac- 
cording to the enormiy of hiy crime.” 

We leam by a letter from a correspondent, 
that the grieviance which induced Shultz to 
commit the act was the refusal of Mr. Hill, same 
two years previous, to betow upon him the 
hand of his daughter, fo! which he was a 


suitor.

They appear to 
have exercised a rational discrimination in their 
exatnination of the various complaints brought 
pefore them, and to have rejected without hesita- 
tion the gteat body of frivolous cases, which 
are so generally pounced upon and served up by 
the indignant moralists of these secret tribunals.

of justice. Inthe proper cases, the costs have been 
laced upon the prosecutors, and they doubt not, if 
This course is persevered in, the time of the court will 
not in future be occupied by those who, term after 
term, are accustomed to bring before its notice these 
tty disputes and brawis. But there is one source 
rom which this evil has originated, which the Grand 
Jury has regretted is beyond their control. Whilst 
maintaining a proper respect for the inferior s 
trates, they cannot close their eyes to the fact, that 
much of the matter complained of arises from a want 
of discrimination on their part, and undue attention to 
the interests of the public Many cases returned by 
them should have been dismissed at once, when before 
them ; and the Grand Jury have in some instances 
wished it was in their power to put the costs upon the 
magistrates, feeling sensible that the evil has in a 
great degree originated with them. 


There is much in the above remarks upon the 
careless conduct of the inferior magistrates, 
that is correct, but if the Grand Jury had ex- 
amined the subject philosophically, it might 
have} found the cause of the evil in the con- 
struction and position of ts own body. Solong 
as the inferior magistrates find between them 
and the Court,a body to receive all their re- 
sponsibility and smother all traces of their eon · 
duct in the} secrecy of its bosom, so long will 
they be careless of discrimination, and disposed 
to satisfy every applicant for a warrant by grant- 
ing his desire. The only remedy, is the open- 
ing of the Grand Jury doors, and the abolition 
of a system of secrecy which in all ages has 
been a shield for petty official villanies. 

If this be done, future grand juries will not 
have occasion, like the above Inquest, to pre- 
sent the inferior magistrates as nuisances in the 
body politic. 

Awrot Suicipe—A ResrecraB_e Daunkarp 
We learn by the Frankford Herald of the 3d, 
that a suicide was committed in that town on 
the previous Monday, which from its awful cha- 
racter had discouraged its publication, during 
a period of five days. The victim of the act 
was Captain J. F. Petchell, of the Frankford 
Artillery, a ‘gentleman well known shroughout 
the place, and universally beloved for his ami- 
able character. Unfortunately he had became 
accursed with the vice of drinking, and had on 
two or three occasions beenattacked with mania 
@ potu or delirum tremens. 

Duting this attack, he had cut himself in twen- 
ty places with a penknife before he was discov- 
ered; when, exasperated at being interfered with, 
he seized a butcher’s knife, and cleared his 
house of the attendants. A number of citizens 
then attempted to rush in and sccure him, but 
he placed himself at the head of the stairs, and 
with his eyes blazing’ with the fierce demon 
of the bottle that stirred within him, he bran- 
dished his weapon desperately against the ap- 
proach of any aid. Having thus succeeded in 
keeping his friends at bay, he once more took 
the penknife from his pocket, and deliberately 
severing the jugular vein, was a corpse in ten 
minutes. 

His loss was mourned by a large circle of 
friends, and he was attended to his tomb by the 
Frankford Artillery, who buried him with mili- 
tary honors. Thus in the prime of life, went 
a soldier to a drunkard’s grave.

Trial of Hicks for Murder.— The Philosophy of Peanuts 
—Fajlure of the Ruse.— 
Gent.—The Supreme Court of this State has been in 
session some three weeks in this city, and commenced 
on Thursday morning last the trial of — Hicks, for the 
murder of Jonathan Crossman, in the town of Burrill- 
ville. It will be recollected that Crossman was a man 
some sixty years of age, lived alone, and it was well 
known always kept.a considerable amount of money 
with him. Hicks, in the month of October last, repair 
ed to the house of Crossman, a distance of about seven 
miles, killed the old man, and robbed the house, in the 
short space of two hours! Ou being arraigned before 
the court, he plead gudlty. The judge asked him if he 
knew what must inevitably be his doom on his plea of 
gutlty ? He said he supposed it was rather a hard case, 
anyhow. After advice, he plead, of course, net guilty. 
The court were occupied until Saturday noon, on the 
trial ; his counsel endeavoring hard to make out a case 
of jnsanity—the prisoner during the time eating pea- 
nuts, oranges, &c., and occasionally looking into the 
gallery, and touching his thumb to his nose—bnt of no 
avail—the jury, after being out about an hour, return- 
ed a verdict of Guilty. The ventence will be pronoun- 
ced against him in the course of this week, which, of 
course, will be death. Thus there is another victim 
for the halter, to add to your list.

Tux Marvor op Pittssuxa on Tartar ror a Mispe- 
meanon.—Gabriel Adams, Mayor of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
was last week put upon his trial before the Quarter 
Sessions of that city, onan indictment for a misde- 
meanor, in committing one Lewis Jamison, a respect- 


able freeholder, to prison as vagrant, on insufficient 
testimony. 

Mr. Alden opened the case for the defence, and nar- 
rated the facts, explaining that he intended to show 
thatthe Mayor in the arbitrary exercise of his unde- 
served power, had not only consigned Mr. Jamison, a 
respectable freeholder, to prison for the high offence 
of being in the strects at as carly an hour as four 
o’clock in the morning, but had actually kept him 
confined in prison for ten days, refusing bail, though 
security for Mr. J.’s appearance had been offered in 
any amount. The witnesses were then called. 

The prosecution called Mrs. Isabella Collins, a res- 
pectable looking colored woman, testified that prose- 
cutor had boarded at her house for five years. Onthe 
night previous to his arrest he went to bed at 100’ 
clock, and said he would get np carly ; he got np 
about four o’clock. The pistol was one which lay 
aroundthe house. Jamison was a nice, well-behaved 
man as far as she knew. 

Philip Mott, watchman, stated that on the night of 
the 10th February, he met Jamison, the prosecutor, in 
the street at three or four o’clock inthe morning. On 
questioning him as to what he was doing, he said he 
came upon the Hibernia steamer. Witness did not 
consider this satisfactory, so he took him to the watch 
house. In the morning, when before the mayor, he 
gave no account of himself. Witness took him up be- 
cause he considered he was loafing about. He hada 
cap onand his trowsers were rolled up around the 
bottoms. When taken to the watch house the Cap- 
tain took a horsepistol from his person. 

Charles Roberts was acting as Captain of the watch, 
at the time Mott brought in Jamison, on a charge of 
ay nope lurking about the strects. Jamison said 
he lived on Wylie street, came up on the Hibernia, 
and was looking for Mr. Archer; had a loaded pistol. 
He was charged before the Mayor with “suspiciously 
lurking about the streets at an untimely hour ;” gave 
no particular satisfactionto the Mayor. Nothing was 
proven against him, except the lurking about the 
streets. Mr. Jamison told the Mayor he would pay 
any fine imposed upon him. 

J. M. Brush, jailor, proved the imprisonment of pro- 
secutor, for vagrancy, two days, by Mayor Adams, on 
oath of Philip Motts, watchman. He was discharged 
by Alderman Steel, on bail for an appeal. 

Farrelly Alden, proved that he (witness) went to the 
Mayor's office with C. Archer, to enter bail, for an ap- 
peal in the case, but the Mayor refused to accept him 
or any other person as bail on an appeal. Witness 
then showed him a note from prosecutor’s attorney, 
Mr. Alden, but he returned it and said he “ would take 
bail in no case, after he had committed a prisoner, and 
would accept no bail for an appeal in the case alluded 
to.” Witness told the Mayor that Jamison was no 
vagrant, but a freeholder, and if he refused bail he 
must expect to suffer the cgnsequences. This was 
four or five hours after Jamison was committed. Told 
the Mayor also, that Jamison was willing to pay any 
fine imposed upon him. 

C. Archer testified that he was at the office at the 
time Jamison was on examinatton, and told the Mayor 
he wasa respectable man ; would go his bail, pay his 
fine, or get any amount of bail required for him. The 
Mayor said there “ was no use to talk about it any 
further, that he had to go to jail ;’” he was then hur- 
ried off to jail. (Gave the same account as Farrel} 
Alden, of his next visit to the office.) On the first visit 
remained about four minutes ; the Mayor spoke te 
vather roughly. Jamison lives with Mr. Collins, on 
Wylie street ; couldn't say whether he wasinthe city 
for two weeks previously; he owns property here and 
sometimes runs on the river as a Cook.
